
Financiai/ rksults. — lixcuiclinff tlie sale proceeds of Antral bark and including 
the compensation paid to Jagirdars, tiio Department worked at a 
surplus of against lla-9,032/- tlio aveiTige of last 5 years. 

The increase is principally due to tlie revenue derived from major 
produce which contributed 3 per cent of the total revenue. Of 
the expenditure 22 "45 constitute the estiiblislimont charges and the 
rest was incurred on extension, improvement and exploitation. 

Gekbral Remarks.— T he Forest Department looks after the arboricultural 
operations and State gardens at Jodhpur. Some additions were made 
to the former by planting new trees along the Masoorin Rond and 
at the back of Hakhatsagar Tank; wliilc a number of mango and 
Jaman grafts were added to the latter. 

Lain Lachraniidas, Superintendent of Forests, continued to work satisfactorily.

INTRODUCTION. 

(1) The forests yielded a net surplus of B&-1 8,786 as against Bs 9,354 
during the six months ending on 30tb September 1906. All the depots worked 
well. 

(2) With a view to a systematic management, the areas under Anwal 
(Cassia iiuriculnta) were placed with the Forest Department. A regular Working 
Plan providing for the preservation, improvement, and better exploitation of 
them was being fi’amcd ns the year closed; and will be noticed next year. They 
yielded a net surplus of R& 5,325. 

(3) Arrangements were made to export fuel from Sojat Bange 
to Ajmer City. Some 10,000 maunds of fuel were sold as the year closed, and 
it was noticed that the Ajmer market will pay the best, in as much as the dis- 
tance from stations in Sojat Range to Ajmer is far less than that from them 
cither to Jodhpur or Ahmedabad.

(a) Major Forest Produce. 

(16) In Nana, Bern and Bijapur forests, which are now brought under 
regular working plans, the Permit system has been modified as was suggested 
in para 9 of the Report for the year 1904-05. In other forests the Permit 
system has yet to be allowed; it will however be soon similarly changed. 

(h) Minor Forest Produce, 

(17) Salar gum and other minor products, which are being extracted 
by waj' of experiment, were collected deparfcmeatally; while honey, Suped Musli 
( Asparagus roots) and others, for which there was a readier sale, were leased out. 
Grazing was, as usual, allowed on permits. 

— AoEXcr OF Exploitation. 

Ca) Departmental agrenoy. 

(18) The brisk sales of fuel, both at Ahmedabad and Jodhpur, brought 
some contractors for the first time on the scene; and the fuel obtained from 
Nana, Beta and Bijapur coupes was sold wholesale to them, although in other 

^ forests the departmental agenej’ had yet to be employed. The total quantity 
of major produce extracted by the departmental agency from State forests during 
the year came to 14,671 cubic feet of timber and 6,35,127 cubic feet of fuel, as 
against 11,241 cubic feet of timber and 5,20,449 cubic feet of fuel in the preced- 
ing 12 months. There was a great demand of fuel at the various markets, 
and 1,14,678 cubic feet were exploited in excess of that of last year. The sales 
of bamboos and gi^ass were better than the last 3 ^ear. 

On the whole, the departmental operations brought in a sum of 
Rs. 6 /, 551-14-1 1, which represents 75*4 per cent of the total income. 

(b) Pupchaseps. 

(19; The system under which the purchasers remove the forest produce 
was explained in the Report for 1905-06. 
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The quantity o£ timber and fuel exploited by them during the year 
is calculated to be 2,919 cubic feet and 2,09,552 cubic feet respectively, as 
, against 17,853 cubic feet o£ timber and 2,24,737 cubic feet o£ fuel during the 
preceding 12 months. The purchasers chiefly remove timber through the 
pennit system which is being discouraged ; hence the decrease. 

i.- ' Tlje revenue collected from the sale of bamboos and other minor produce 
c.ame to Ks. 137-0-9 and Rs. 1,953-0-0 respectively as gainst Hs. 410/- and 
Its l,370/- realised during the preceding 12 months.

(20) The rights and privileges in the State Forests take the shape 
mostly of a reduction in the forest fee. 11,539 cubic feet of timber and 1,71,216 
cubic feet of fuel as against 9,454 and 1,53,082 cubic feet respectively during 
tixe preceding 12 months, were removed this year. The minor produce removed 
at reduced rates or free is estimated at Rs. 12 for Bamboos and Rs. 3,679 for 
other minor produce as against Rs. 2,551 during the preceding 12 months.

(e) Outturn and sources of forest produce. 

(22) The totil outturn of major produce from State Forests is calcu- 
lated to be 29,129 cubic feet of timber and 10,15,s95 cubic feet of fuel as 
asjainst 38,549 cubic feet and 8,98,269 respectively during the preceding 
12 months. The outturn of the minor produce is v.ilued at Rs. 16,431 as 
against Rs. 18,735 during the preceding 12 months.

Section D — Gardens. 


(45) The S -welU (pare 47 of the last report) at Takhntsagar were 
completed, lendinir to better weteriiig arrangement at that place. The garden 
had some 700 trees, most of which were graft mangoes, planted in it. 

(46) A new garden was laid ont at the Bungalow occupied by Shree 
Jlnbaraj Kunwar Sahib, coiibibling o£ a dhub ])lot, 23,457 square feet in extent, 
and 335 trees and shrubs. 

(47) Balsajxand — A new stone channel was constructed better to dis- 
tribute the water of the wells just below the Bundh. It has much improved the 
water supply. This garden was much denuded o£ vegetation in the late years, 
and some 3,000 plants of sorts were put out to fill up the blanks. 

(48 1 At the Palace Garden a new Fern House was laid out; it is 
making very good progress. 

(49) Plantings were also made at Ratanuda and other gardens by way 
o£ improving them ; some 2,000 plants were thus put out. 

(50) Extensive nurseries have been laid out at both Takhatsagar and 
Balsamaiid gardens, and it is h^ped that the Forest Department will in future 
be able, in addition to satisfying its own demands, to issue fruit trees to the 
public.
